2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant has cancelled claims 1-3, 5-14, 17-38 and amended claims 4, 15, 16 in 
according with the office action dated 07/29/08. Upon further consideration, prior art of 
record (closest reference, Cudak et al. - US 6,801,512), taking alone or in combination 
with others, fails to fairly teach a coding and decoding apparatus, as claimed as a 
whole, including "wherein the parameter storage means stores, for a piece of the 
specifying information, a combination of a plurality of parameters concerning the coding 
and a plurality of parameters concerning the transmission provided with different priority 
levels" in independent claims 4, 15; and "determining means for determining whether 
the parameter concerning the reception and the parameter concerning the decoding 
stored in the parameter storage means are the latest parameters, wherein, in a case the 
determining means determines that the parameter concerning the reception and the 
parameter concerning the decoding stored in the parameter storage means are not the 
latest parameters, the parameter storage means updates the stored parameter 
concerning the reception and the stored parameter concerning the decoding" in 
independent claim 16. Thus, claims 4, 15, 16 are found to be novel and unobvious over 
prior art of record.
